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; TT” United States Army Corps of Engineers late in 1977 and 
| J early 1978 had thoughtfully deposited some fossil material 
| on the south spoil banks of the Chesapeake and Delaware Canal, 
| near Reedy Point, Delaware. While collecting at this location 
on a windy "Spring" day in March I was joined in the swirling 
snow by a fellow fossil collector, Ms. Catherine Lee. She ac- 
} companied me in the typical horizontal collecting position and 
| explained that a group of "fossil" people would be meeting in the 
| Fall in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, for the purpose of forming a 
| fossil-collecting club. I figured that if there were others who also 
| liked to collect what my wife called "old dead rocks" that it 
| would be useful for me to attend the meeting. Ms. Lee wrote 
| down my name and address and we each went our collecting 

ways. 
| On August 19, 1978, Mrs. Nan Dillon sent a postcard notify- 
ing me about an upcoming meeting at the Academy of Natural 
| Sciences at 19th and the Parkway, Philadelphia. This meeting 
: was run by a small group of fossil enthusiasts who had met pre- 
| viously in June to plan a calendar of events for the development 
| of a fossil club. Fifty-six people showed up at the first official 
| meeting in the Academy’s new auditorium; at 7:00 p.m., Sep- 
' tember 21, 1978, the Delaware Valley Paleontological Society 
F was born. 
The first meeting was chaired by L. Gay Vostreys of the 
} Academy, who outlined the purpose of the meeting and talked 
F about the plans for the future development of the club. Mrs. Nan 
} Dillon, Secretary Pro-Tem, read the Society’s statement of pur- 
, pose: 
"The Delaware Valley Paleontological Society is a cooperative as- 

sociation of professional and amateur paleontologists. Its purpose 

is to promote the gathering and dissemination of information relat- 

ing to paleontology." 
; — It was agreed by voice vote that all future meetings would be 
f held at the Academy of Natural Sciences on the fourth Thursday 
, of each month at 7:00 p.m. 
j Committees were formed including Policy, Programs, Publi- 
f+ cations, Membership and Publicity, Trips, and Fund Raising. 
{ The first of the monthly lectures of the DVPS was given by L. 
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Gay Vostreys on a newly discovered Montana dinosaur nest 
which contained the hadrosaurine dinosaur we today know as 
Maiasaura. Afterward the new membership went to designated 
spots in the auditorium to sign up for the various committees. 
The first meeting "officially" ended at about 9:30 p.m., but most 
of us were so happy to find others with similar interests that small 
groups of individuals remained for a great while longer. 

It was at the first meeting that the foundations were laid and 
new bonds of friendship were established which would aid in the 
future development of the Society. Other than the "inner circle" 
of former and present Academy employees and volunteers, very 
few of the people at the first meeting knew one another. The 
common thread of a love for fossils, however, soon made 
everyone seem like an old lost friend, and my greatest thrill was 
actually getting to meet Dr. Earl Shapiro, coauthor of Delaware 
Report of Investigations 7. This was the "bible" used by collec- 
tors of the fossils of the Chesapeake and Delaware Canal; meet- 
ing Dr. Shapiro in person was something I had no counted upon. 

In October, 1978, the first issue of the DVPS Newsletter was 
run off on a purple-inked ditto machine and handed out to the 
members of the new society. No one realized at the time that 
this single page of paper would develop into a vital link which 
would bind the members of the Society together. Even as mem- 
bers moved away for one reason or another, most still maintained 
their memberships and kept in touch through the newsletter. It 
is rather peculiar to note that after ten years this publication has 
gone through numerous changes of editors, format, content, and 
masthead, yet it is still simply known as the DVPS Newsletter. 

December of 1978 saw the adoption of the DVPS Policy 
Statement. At this meeting, the Publications Committee, chaired 
by Dr. Earl Shapiro, announced that it was accepting potential 
articles to be published in an as-yet unnamed journal of the 
Society. I don’t think anyone realized the enormity of the un- 
dertaking when they announced the potential publishing date of 
the Spring of 1979. At meetings of the Publications Committee, 
the journal was designed to be a short publication for distribu- 
tion gratis to the membership; discussions for the title of the jour- 
nal came down to either The Hadrosaur or The Mososaur [sic]. 


When the first edition finally appeared, in January of 1983 as 
The Mosasaur, it was truly worth the wait. 

At the January, 1979, meeting, the Society’s first slate of of- 
ficers were elected. To inspire us with the democratic process, 
Gay Vostreys assembled at the foot of the auditorium stage some 
of the fossils from the Thomas Jefferson Collection held by the 
Academy, which we also had the privilege of examining during 
the meeting. The new officers were more than capable leaders 
who helped establish the DVPS as a viable organization: 


President: William B. (Bill) Gallagher 
Vice-President: William (Bill) Altimari 
Secretary: Nan Dilion 

Treasurer: Dot Bond 


In March, 1979, Gene DeCaro assumed his role as the new 
editor for the DVPS Newsletter. The DVPS Advisory Board was 
also established at the March meeting, the board consisting of 
the officers of the Society and the chairpersons of the Standing 
committees. This board today serves as the Society’s Board of 
Directors and currently also includes the newsletter editor anda 
member at-large. 

June, 1979, marked the end of the first year for the DVPS 
meetings, but also began an annual event. Mr. Courtney Rock- 
efeller led the first of nearly annual overnight collecting trips to 
the Devonian fossil beds of New York State. This trip produced 
many fine examples of trilobites and was later described by Mr. 
Russell Wood in the October, 1979, Newsletter. Mr. Wood later 
wrote a number of other fine articles on his personal experien- 
ces at various collecting localities which, unfortunately, were 
distributed only at the meetings and were not published in the 
Newsletter. Copies, however, are available in the DVPS 
Reference Collection. 

Most of the 1979-1980 meetings included lectures by some 
outstanding professional paleontologists, while the business 
parts of the meetings focused on the technical and organization- 
al parts of the new society. Membership cards, a logo, patches, 
and more field trips were part of the business transacted. The 
most important event this meeting year, however, was the first 
annual DVPS Fossil Fair, held from May 2 to May 4, 1980, at 
the Academy of Natural Sciences. Under the able leadership of 
Gay Vosireys and Bill Gallagher, this was a success both for 
finances and publicity. It introduced our society to the general 
public, helped us to gain new members, and put us on firm finan- 
cial ground. The Fossil Fair included exhibits, a fossil identifica- 
tion table, mini-shows, refreshments, games, sales, and 
numerous other activities. The fossil identification table proved 
to be one of the highlights as a large number of people brought 
their shoeboxes of "treasures" to play "stump the experts." Some 
of the containers in which the fossils were stored were almost 
old enough to be classified themselves as fossils. 

At the June, 1980, meeting the entire slate of charter officers 
was reelected to a two-year term. 

September, 1980, marked the beginning of the third meeting 
year for the DVPS and the editorship of the Newsletter was 
turned over to John Groves. A new event was added to the DVPS 
calendar when the December meeting was held at the Philadel- 
phia Zoo, and the tradition of an annual holiday party was begun. 
The 2nd Annual Fossil Fair was held later that meeting year, in 
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March, 1981, and included a surprise visit by a six-foot-tall green 
and yellow talking dinosaur, Logan C. Dinosaur of the Academy 
of Natural Sciences. 

The year 1981 could be characterized as the year of change. 
The May, 1981, edition of the Newsletter contained a new mast- 
head with a skeleton of a mosasaur. On December 17th, the 
Policy Committee completed and filed Articles of Incorporation 
for the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. The Society was 
granted incorporation on December 24, 1981, and on that date 
was given the status of a Non-Profit Incorporation within the 
Commonwealth. A great deal of the legal work was prepared 
with the aid of the firm of Pepper, Hamilton & Scheetz, and the 
DVPS owes them a great debt of gratitude for their assistance. 
The 3rd Annual Fossil Fair was an even greater success than the 
previous two due to the publicity efforts of Cindy Probst, who 
prepared press releases, mailed flyers and posters, and even ar- 
ranged for a radio interview with Vice-President Bill Altimari. 

More significant changes came to the DVPS in 1982. A new 
group of officers was elected; two of the Society’s most 
respected founding members, L. Gay Vostreys and Dr. Earl 
Shapiro, moved to Atlanta, Georgia; and Dr. Edwin Colbert of 
the Museum of Northern Arizona was named as the DVPS’s first 
Honorary Member, acknowledging his dedication to bringing 
the science of paleontology to "everyday paleontologists" such 
as those who made up the DVPS. The new officers were: 


President: Courtney (Court) Rockefeller 
Vice-President: Paul Bond 

Secretary: Lillian Gervasi 

Treasurer: Nan Dillon 


The year 1983 was when the long-awaited Volume 1 of The 
Mosasaur was distributed to the membership. This publication 
helped establish the DVPS as one of the foremost amateur 
paleontological societies in the nation and was well received 
both in the United States and overseas. Bill Gallagher, Earle 
Spamer, and Steve Farrington, as well as co-editors Dr. Earl 
Shapiro and John Groves, did a remarkable job on this publica- 
tion, over three years in the making, with the help of all the mem- 
bers of the Publications Committee. 

Later in 1983 came the culmination of a dream by DVPS 
member Dr. Peter Dodson of the University of Pennsylvania to 
bring the bones of a very rare horned dinosaur to the Academy 
of Natural Sciences. The bones were discovered by a private 
collector in Montana in 1981 and were offered to Dr. Dodson 
and the Academy for the collecting cost of $5,000. Dr. Dodson 
at once began a campaign to raise money. He and his colleagues 
baked and sold over a thousand dinosaur cookies at the next Fos- 
sil Fair, sold "Dinosaur Rescue Fund" butions, and talked to any 
group or individual willing to contribute to the cause. The DVPS 
contributed $500 toward the dinosaur which is now on display 
at the Academy as the new genus and Species Avaceratops lam- 
mersi. 

In April of 1983, Mr. Larry Decina published the first edition 
of A Bibliography of the DVPS Reference Collection, 21 pages 
long and containing 100 entries. This list took over a year to 
compile and has proven to be of value to a number of members 
of the Society. It is an ongoing project presently containing more 
than 400 entries. 
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The 4th Annual Fossil Fair was the most successful one yet, 
due to the monumental efforts by the chairperson, Ms. Cindi 
Probst, who was immediately drafted to chair the 5th Annual 
Fossil Fair. 

The field trip program was expanded in 1984 to include visits 
to collect Cretaceous material at Big Brook, New Jersey, and the 
Chesapeake and Delaware Canal, Delaware; Ordovician 
material from Swatara Gap, Pennsylvania; Devonian material 
from a number of sites in New York; Miocene material from Cal- 
vert Cliffs, Maryland, and Aurora, North Carolina; and Pennsyl- 
vanian plants from a number of localities in Pennsylvania. 

In June of 1984, the third group of DVPS officers was elected, 
and Michael (Mike) Balsai was appointed the editor of the 
Newsletter, taking over from Earle Spamer in September. The 
new officers were: 


President: Earle Spamer 

Vice-President: Dr. William (Bill) Rieger 
Secretary: Robert (Bob) Jacobsen 
Treasurer: William (Bill) McComas, III 


In July, the Board named Dr. Earl Shapiro and L. Gay 
Vostreys Shapiro as Honorary Members of the DVPS for their 
contributions to the Society. Earl served as one of the co-editors 
for the first issue of The Mosasaur, chairman of the Publications 
Committee, and sometimes impromptu editor of the Newsletter, 
and helped to hammer out the Society’s charter. Gay sent out 
the initial letters to prospective members, chaired the first meet- 
ings, and was consistently a driving force in the formation of the 
DVPS. 

Volume 2 of The Mosasaur was distributed in the Fall of 
1984. Through the outstanding efforts of its business manager, 
Steve Farrington, it was brought to the attention of amateurs and 
professionals throughout the world. Institutions in the U.S.S.R. 
and the People’s Republic of China, the British Museum 
(Natural History), and the Smithsonian’s National Museum of 
Natural History placed standing orders for all future issues. The 
success of The Mosasaur has been due to the efforts of Steve, 
Editor Bill Gallagher, and the Publications Committee. The 
financial support, though, came from the members through their 
dues and from the increasingly successful Fossil Fairs. 

Newsletter editor Mike Balsai wrote a series of outstanding 
book reviews and engaged in an inspiring essay debate with 
DVPS member Herb Borteck in the pages of the Newsletter. 
John Ryan assumed command of the 6th Fossil Fair in the Fall 
and Winter of 1984-1985. John also led a group of collectors on 
a trip to northern Pennsylvania in search of Paleozoic fossils in 
the Spring of 1985. He has provided the members with a num- 
ber of new collecting localities for Paleozoic fossils, and his ex- 
pertise and enthusiasm has been well appreciated by the Society. 

During the field season of 1985-1986, ten collecting trips 
were planned and carried out. Fossil Fair VII was chaired by 
Vince O’Donnell and Ray Fasy. This Fossil Fair attracted 21 in- 
dividual exhibits and more than 6,000 Academy visitors passed 
through the fair that weekend, at that time a new record for the 
Academy. 

The Fall of 1986 was when the membership elected its fourth 
group of officers: 


President: Sid Hostetter 

Vice-President (Programs): Larry Decina 
Vice-President (Field Trips): John Ryan 
Membership Secretary: Bob Jacobsen 
Recording Secretary: Court Rockefeller 


An even more extensive field trip schedule was announced 
by field trip leader John Ryan. Volume 3 of The Mosasaur was 
issued in November, 1986, in conjunction with the 46th Annual 
Meeting of the Society of Vertebrate Paleontology, held at the 
Academy of Natural Sciences on November 6th to 8th. This 
issue included a separate section of papers on the Cretaceous- 
Tertiary of the Atlantic Coastal Plain. 

The Society continued its rapid development during 1987 as 
more and different trips were added to the schedule. Members 
continued to share their knowledge of new localities through ar- 
ticles in the Newsletter. 

In 1988, the 8th Annual Fossil Fair was chaired by Vince O’- 
Donnell and, despite space problems in the Academy, was the 
most successful of the Fossil Fairs to date. The June meeting of 
the Society elected a new slate of officers for the next two years: 


President: Vincent O’Donnell 
Vice-President: John Ryan 

Recording Secretary: Courtney Rockefeller 
Corresponding Secretary: Robert Jacobsen 
Treasurer: Michael Keklak 


As the DVPS completes its tenth year of activity, it is inter- 
esting to note how much it has grown and prospered. I doubt if 
any of the people present at that first meeting in 1978 could have 
envisioned the impact of the Society and its members. They 
have gathered and shared knowledge through the pages of the 
Newsletter and The Mosasaur; have helped to develop Fossil 
Fair, an annual event attended by thousands of visitors of all 
ages; have participated in major paleontological digs throughout 
the country; have helped the Academy develop and implement 
its "Discovering Dinosaurs” exhibit; and have served as speakers 
and volunteers at numerous paleontological events both in and 
around the city of Philadelphia. 

The DVPS, which began as a seed in the minds of a few in- 
dividuals, has blossomed intoa tree of individuals whose paleon- 
tological tastes are as varied as the tree of life itself. The DVPS 
is only as good as the members want it to be, and a look at the 
pages of the speakers and their topics as well as the Newsletter 
articles and their authors clearly shows that the members are su-

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Editorial Policy for The Mosasaur 


The Delaware Valley Paleontological Society was founded 
in 1978 as an association of amateur and professional paleon- 
tologists. The purpose of the Society, as stated in its constitu- 
tion, is ". . . to promote the gathering and dissemination of 
information relating to fossil forms." The Mosasaur is the scien- 
tific journal of the Society, and its goals are to further the pur- 
poses of the Society and to serve the members of the Society and 
the general paleontological community. To advance these goals, 
The Mosasaur publishes articles that meet two criteria: 


1. Articles must be contributions to paleontological 
knowledge. 


2. Articles must be of interest both to amateur and 
professional members of the paleontological community. 


While there are many paleontological journals currently 
being published, almost all of them are directed to the profes- 
sional and many are quite narrow in scope. Because of the spe- 
cialized and academic approach of these journals, there are 
certain types of information that have no easy outlet for publica- 
tion. These include paleobiogeographic data, locality descrip- 
tions, collecting and preparation techniques, and the history of 
paleontology. The types of articles that the editors of The 
Mosasaur do not seek are descriptions of new species, quantita- 
tive analyses, theoretical discussions, travelogues, or general- 
ized reviews of taxonomic groups. There are other, more 
appropriate outlets for such material. Because of the types of ar- 
ticles that are published and the audience to which they are 


directed, The Mosasaur has its own unique niche among paleon- 
tological journals. 

Articles for The Mosasaur are accepted both from amateur 
and professional paleontologists. While each article is judged 
on its own scientific merit, articles should stress original data or 
compilations of data. Articles submitted by professional paleon- 
tologists will be sent to two outside referees. Articles submitted 
by amateur paleontologists will be evaluated by internal referees. 
The decision as to which category an article falls into will be the 
responsibility of the Editor. 

Authors submitting manuscripts should send three double- 
spaced, typewritten copies (including illustrations). For style, 
writers should follow the general format used in The Mosasaur. 
Citations of all references, including journal names, must be 
spelled out in full. Photographic plates should be kept toa min- 
imum, and line drawings must be submitted in camera-ready 
form. 

Because of the costs of producing The Mosasaur, we request 
that authors with either grant money or other sources of publica- 
tion funds make a page cost contribution. Inability to make such 
acontribution, however, will not be a consideration in editorial 
decisions concerning publication of a manuscript. The sug- 
gested page cost contribution is $15.00 per page and $25.00 per 
photographic plate.
